Drains Depend. 
EWER PIPE IS 
MAYOR’S STUDY. 


Visits Les Angeles for Inquiry as to 
Relative Merits of Concrete-Ce- 
ment and Vitrificd Kinds—Says He 
is Confident the Former Will Hold 


Up. 


Mayor James E. Wadham of San 
Diego has been carrying out a little 
gum-shoe campaign of his own in 
Los Angeles, all in the interests of 
the municipality of which he is the 
head. He arrived at the Angelus sev- 
eral days age and every day has been 
makig exhaustive researches into the 
merits of concrete-cement sewer pip- 
ing as compared with the vitrified 
sewer pipe. 

The little southern municipality has 
deen in the throes of a small up- 
heaval regarding the respective mer- 
its of these two materials to be used 
in extensive provements in the next 
five years. e Council last week de- 
cided that the cement piping was the 
better. Immediately, charges of graft 
and charges of favor were started by 
people interested in the other ma- 
terial, according to the allegation of 
Mayor Wadham. 

“Cement and concrete will corrode, 
disintegrate on account of the acids 
in effuent matter,“ yelled the men 
backing the vitrified piping. 

“They won't because cesspools don't 
and tests have shown that the con- 
erete will hold up,” howled the win- 
ning side. 

The measure, having passed the 
Council, was put up to the final 

mage or vetoing by Mayor Wad- 
— and that official, in order to 
make sure of his grounds, came here 
on a tour of inspection. 

“IT feel confident that the concrete 
piping. which is cheaper, will hold 
up,” declared the Mayor, who refused 
to state that he would ratify the 
measure by his signature, but who. 
nevertheless, seemed all in favor of 
that sort of material, despite the 
heavy weight brought to bear from 
the other side, and he will undoubted- 
ly be the instrument for the furnish- 
ing of San Diego with a concrete sew- 

stem. 

In addition to this, Mayor Wadham 
has deen in conference with Lieut. 
Leeds, Corps of Engineers, U.S. A., in 
regard to a harbor appropriation for 
Nan Diego. At the last session of 
Congress a bill was passed attaching 
an appropriation of $1,000,000 for 
harbor work at San Diego, with a 
proviso that the _ municipality furnish 
a like sum within a year. According 
to Mayor Wadham, the citizens of San
